Summary 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  and  Government  payments  in  January 
totaled  $733,000,000.     In  January  1939  cash  farm  income  totaled  $634, 000,000 
and  in  December  $801,000,000.     Income  from  farm  marketings  in  January  de- 
clined slightly  more  than  seasonally  from  December  and  amounted  to  $607,000,000 
compared  with  $710,000,000  in  December  and  $593,000,000  in  January  last  year. 
Government  payments  in  January  of  $126,000,000  were  the  largest  for  any  month 
since  Government  payments  began.     In  December  Government  payments  totaled  . 
$91,000,000  and  in  January  last  year  $41,000,000.

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The  seasonally  adjusted  index  of  income  from  farm  marketings  declined 
from  79,0  percent  of  the  1924-29  average  in  December  to  78.0  percent  in 
January.     Income  from  both  crops , and  livestock-and-livestock-products'  shared 
in  the  decline.     Income  from  cotton  and  tobacco  declined  more  than  seasonally 
from  December  to  January,  whereas  income  from  grains  increased  in  contrast  with 
the  usual  seasonal  decline.     The  greater -than. -usual  seasonal,  decline  in  income 
from  livestock  resulted  from  the  marked  falling  off  in  income  from  eggs. 

. Preliminary  indications  as  to  marketings  and  prices  are  that  income  in 
February  will  make  about  the  usual  seasonal  decline,  whereas  last  year. income 
declined  more  than  seasonally.     Market  prices  of  the  principal  farm  products 
in  February  indicate  that  the  general  level  of  farm  prices  in  mid-February  was 
at  least  as  high  as  in  January.     Prices  of  truck  crops  and  fruits  advanced 
materially;  prices  of  cotton,  meat  animals,  and  dairy  products  were  slightly 
lower.  .  Income  in  February  will  depend,  to  some  extent,  on  the  effects  of  the 
freeze  in  the  Southern  States'  upon  the  marketing  of  truck  crops  and  straw- 
berries.    On  the  other  hand,  the  amount  of  corn  placed  under  loan  in  February 
is  expected  to  bo  considerably  larger  than  in  January;  and  the  advance  in  wheat 
prices  has  resulted  in  increased  redemption  and  sales  of  wheat  under  loan, 
which  Is  netting  farmers  from  15  to  20  cents  a  bushel.     Government  payments 
during  February  are  expected  to  continue  large,  as  agricultural  conservation 
payments  on  the  1939  program  are  now  being  made. 
Higher  farm  prices  offset  by  reduced  marketings  in  January 

Although  farm  prices  in  January  averaged  about  5  percent  higher  than  in 
December,  farm  income  declined  slightly  more  than  seasonally  because  of  re- 
duced marketings.     Sales  of  cotton  in  December  were  somewhat  larger  than  usual 
in  response  to  the  advance  in  prices,  and  the  decline  in  sales  in  January 
brought  marketings  to  about  the  usual  level  for  this  season  of  the  year.  Al- 
though sales  raid  Income  of  tobacco  were  higher  in  January  than  in  December, 
the  increase  was  not  as  great  as  usual;  and  the  net  result  was  a  decline  in 


the  seasonally  adjusted  index  of  farm  income.     Income  from  grains  was  in- 
creased by  the  large  amount  of  corn  placed  under  loan  and  by  increased  sales 
of  barley  and  rye,  •  '     ■  • 

Income  from  fruits  in  January  was  lower  than  a  year  earlier,  with  sharp 
declines  in  income  from  apples  and  strawberries  more  than  offsetting  the  in- 
crease in  income  from  citrus  fruits,-    Marketings  of  apples  in  January  were 
about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier,,  but  prices  were  sharply  lower.    Cold  weather 
in  the  early  strawberry -producing  States  has  retarded  thV  growth  of  the  crop, 
and  only  a  negligible  amount  of  strawberries  was  marketed  in  January.  Citrus 
fruit  prices  in  January  were  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  and  marketings  in 
January  were  not  reduced  materially .by  the  freeze  in  the  citrus  areas  of 
Florida  and  Texas, 

Income  from  vegetables  increased  slightly  more  than  seasonally  from 
December  to  January  and  was  at  out  5  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.  In- 
come from  potatoes,  beans,  and  truck  crops  was  slightly  higher.-than  a  year 
ago,  whereas  income  from  swe.otpotatoe.s  was  slightly  lower. 

Marketings  of  all  species  of  meat  animals  wore  large  in  January,  and 
income  from  meat  animals  totaled  $202,000,000  compared  with  $191,000,000  in 
December  and  $182,000,000  in  January  1939.     Income  from  dairy  products  made 
about  the  usual  seasonal  change  from  December  to  January  and  amounted  to  / 
$117,000,000  compared  with  $ 112, 000, 000  in  January  last  year,    Although  prices  j 
of  poultry  were  somewhat  lower  in  January  than  a  year  earlier,  marketings  wcro 
considerably  larger,  and  income  from,  poultry  was  higher  than  in  January  1939, 
Marketings  of  eggs,  however,  declined  sharply  in  January  and  wore  somewhat 
smaller  than  a  year  earlier.    This,  together  with  slightly  lower  prices,  re- 
sulted in  a  sharp  decline-  in  income  from  eggs.     Income  from  poultry  and  eggs 
combined  in  January  totaled  $46, 000,000  compared  with  $48,000,^00  in  January 
1939  and  $70.,000,000  in  December 

Cash  farm  income  and  Government  payments  by  States 
for  Dec  ember  1_939  with  comparisons 

In  December,  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  was  higher  than  in 
December  1938  in  38  States,  and  income  from  marketings  and  Government  payments 
was  larger  than  a  year  earlier  in  45  States,     Income  in  all  major  geographic 
regions  was  larger  in  December  1939  than  a  year  earlier.    The  greatest  increase 
in  income  from  farm  marketings  was  in  the  South  Atlantic  States,  where  income 
was  22  percent  higher  than  in  December  last  year.     Income  from  marketings  was 
up  15  percent  in  the  West  North  Central  States,  14  percent  in  the  East  North 
Central  States,  10  percent  in  the  South  Central  States,  8  percent  in  the  North 
Central  States,  and  less  than  1  percent  in  the  Western  States,  Including 
Government  payments,  farm  income  in  December  exceeded  a  year  ago  as  follows: 
West  North  Central,  28  percent;  East  North  Central,  23  percent;  South  Atlantic, 
19  percent;  South  Central,  15  percent;  North  Atlantic,  10  percent;  and  Western, 
7  percent,  :

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The  estimates  of  cash  farm  income  by  States  for  December  and  for  the 
period  January-December  given  in  tables  2  to  5  replace  the  series  of  estimates 
formerly  published  in  "Receipts  from  the  sale  of  principal  farm  products  and 
Government  payments  by  States".    A  series  of  monthly  estimates  of  cash  farm 
income  by  States  is  now  being  prepared  from  January  1936  to  date.     This- will 
provide  additional  comparisons  with  the  figures  in  this  report  and  with  those 
to  be  published  in  future  months. 

In  only  3  States,  Tennessee,  Alabama,  and  Montana,  was  the  combined 
cash  farm  income  and  Government  payments  smaller  in  December  1939  than  in 
December  1958,     In' Tennessee  and  Alabama  the  decline  in  income  resulted  large- 
ly from  a  reduction  in  the  sales  of  cotton.     For  Montana  the  lower  income 
resulted  primarily  from  reduced  sales  of  wheat. 

The  largest  increases  for  December  were  in  North  Dakota,  where  income 
was  98  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  and  in  Illinois,  Mississippi,  and 
Arkansas,  where  increases  amounted  to  45,  42,  and  62-perccnt,  respectively. 
Other  States  showing  substantial  increases -in  farm- income  in  December  over  a 
year  earlier  were  Connecticut,  Missouri,  North  Carolina^  South  Carolina,  and 
Texas,  .... 


North  Atlantic  region 

Cash  farm  income  in  the  North  Atlantic  region  was  higher  than  a  year 
earlier  in  all  States,  with  Connecticut ■ and  Maine  showing  the  greatest  in- 
creases.    Increased  income  from,  tobacco  and.  potatoes  in  Connecticut  and  from 
potatoes  in  Maine  largely  accounted  for  the  greater  incomes  in  these  States, 

East  North  Central  region 

Cash  farm  income  in  all  States  in  the  East  North  Central  region  in 
December  was  somewhat  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  with  the  greatest  increases 
occurring  in  Illinois  and  Ohio.     The  lower  level  of  wholesale  milk  prices  in 
Wisconsin  partially.'  offset  ,the  improvement  in  income  in  other  commodities,  and 
income  in  that  State  was  only  slightly  higher  than  a  year  earlier.  Government 
payments  in  this  region  in  December  were  nearly  3  times  as  large  as  in 
December  1938,   '  •  ■ 

West  North  Central  region 

Larger  marketings  of  grain  resulted  in  a  marked  increase  in  income  in 
North  Dakota,  Iowa,  and  Missouri,  although- increased  marketings  of  livestock 
helped- to  contribute  to  the  larger  income  in  all  States  in  this  region.  Be- 
cause of  the  shortage  of  feed  in  this  area  following  the  droughts  of  1934  and 
1936,  livestock  production  was  sharply  reduced.-    Increased  feed  supplies  of 
recent  years  have  been  accompanied  by  increased  livestock  production,  but 
December  was  the  first  month  since  1934  when  marketings  of  livestock  began  to 
approach  pre-drought  levels.     Government  payments  in  all  States  wore  also  sub- 
stantially larger  in  December  than  a  year  earlier. 
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South  Atlantic  region 

Farm  income  in  the  South  .Atlantic  region  was  19  percent  higher  than  a 
year  earlier,  with  most  of  the  increase  in  income  occurring  in  Virginia, 
North  and  South  Carolina,  and  Georgia,     Income  from  marketings  of  cotton  in 
December  was  considerably  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  and  income  from  tobacco 
and  peanuts  also  was  higher  than  in  December  last  year.    Government  payments 
in  this  region  in  December  were  smaller  than  a  year  earlier  and  were  not  an 
important  factor  in  farm  income. 

South  Central  region 

Mississippi,  Arkansas,  and  Texas  were  the  only  States  in  this  area  in 
which  income  in  December  was  substantially  larger  than  a  year  earlier.  Most 
of  the  increase  was  accounted  for  by  the  larger  sales  of  cotton  in  December 
1939»     Income  was  also  slightly  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  Oklahoma  and 
Louisiana,  whereas  income  in  Kentucky  was  about  the  same  and  in  Tennessee  and 
Alabama  was  lower. 

Western  States 

Cash  farm  income  in  December  was  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all 
States  in  this  region  except  Montana,  where  returns  from  wheat  were  somewhat 
reduced.     In  Wyoming,  Utah,  and  Nevada,  farm  income  was  about  the  same  as  in 
December  1933,  whereas  moderate  increases  occurred  in  the  remaining  States, 
Although  Government  payments  in  this  region  were  nearly  7  times  as  large  in 
December  1939  as  in  1938,  they  were  a  smaller  part  of  the  total  farm  income 
than  in  any  other  region  except  the  North  Atlantic.
